On Saturday,at a special meeting. of tha 
~ Sanitary Board here, the yort of Shanghai 
us8.declared infected with cholera, It was 
‘with great reluctance, it may well be 
understood, that this measure was ‘adopted, 
though it has been clear for over a week 
now that suck astep would have ba talon, 
exeept in the most improbable eventiof news 
reaching us from dur Northern seighbour 
, that the disease has ceased to trouble 
European residents there. Merchants and 
shipping men here, us. might be imagined, 
are most loth to see any restrictions placed 
upon free intercourse between Shanghai and 
Hongkong. They very naturally point out, 
that o certain amount of choléra, or, as some 
claim, asickness resembling cholera, prevails 
* annually in Shanghai, doing little karm 
‘ outside the native city. It. has therefors 
been urged that we should be very slow in 
Hongkoag to put Shanghai into quarantine. 
The argument about the injury done to 
commerce by a sanitary embargo against one

tively little heard of, Poople “had 9 vague iden 
that it was played with considerable enthusiasm 
‘a tho North, and that St. Andrews and North 
Berwick wore ils’ headquarters. But. thoir 
knowledgo was limited, and the public at. large 
were more-or less ignorant of the ‘game, The 
last ten Years havo created a revolution, ond 
golf pow bonauts quite os many devotess as the 
time-honoured pastimes of football and cricket , 
Indeed it is quostiondblo whether its followers 
oro not more numerons, sincs, in its o1se, youth, 
although desirable, is not essential. People can 
play at every age, and when oneo thoy succumb 
to ite fasvinolions, thay Bre apt to forsake “moat 
other forms of amusement. Ataony rato, their 
ardour wanes. ’ 

ADVANTAGES OF GOLF. 

Undoubtedly, tho Roya! and Aucient game 
possesses many advantages. To bogia with, it 
is ontirely free from any element of dongor. 
Women and children con indulgo in its pursuit 
with absolute safoty. Then it is prosecuted in 
the open air, frequently by tho scasido, but 
olweya amid. open aud hygienic surroundings. 
Health and recreation go hand in hand, - Golf 
places no undue slrain on the physical povwors. 
It is less fatigning thau cycling, less oxcitiogy 
to the ‘norrous system than- motoring.

exercise of an agreeable nature, golf requires 
something more to account for the extraordicary 
hold it has’ taken upon iis votaries, ‘The secret 
of its snecess lies in tho fact that it is eminoatly 
a game of skill, in which baud and eye must 
bo trained to act together to a nicaty; Once 
start ployiug, and the player tuickly makes 
the discovery that he bas a life-long problem 
set him togolve. Ech strokeisa study, iuto 
which chance should nover be allowad to onter. 
Howover many hours lio may devote to his fav- 
ourite pastime, ho rarely reaches the summit of 
his ambition. Something baffling and elusive 
meets him atovery turn, Perfoction. is hard to 
attuin.” His driving can always bo finproved 
-upon, a8 likewise his putting and approach 
shots. .

Often, the ball jJands within o few inobos of the 
desired spot. Only skill of a very high. order, 
combined with much practice and parseverance, 
can attain such a resalt, The approach shot: is 
equally beautifal, whilst tho playor's putting is 
the admiration of all beholdors. - Strong, vigor- 
ous and young aro theso mon, as a rule; with 
firm carriage, keon eyesight, and clastic step 
‘Vhoy are in the prime of manbood, Butall aro 
not equally. gifted. -One reason for the ever- 
growing popularity oujoyed by golf consists in 
tho fact that when opposed to one another, the 
worst players nroperfectly happy. They adcrive 
quite os much pleasure and opjoymont ‘from 
the purenit as do their accomplished brethren.
